Can cell pliones make popcorn? 

The recent YouTube videos shoMung kernels 
popping when cell phones rang simultane- 
ously was a hoax. I'he videos were part of 
a viral ad campaign by Cardo Systems, a 
Bluecotith-headset provider, which admitted 
to digitally removing kernels in the video and 
replacing them with already made popcorn. 

Is It OK to talk on my cell phone and pump gas? 

Yes, according to the C 1 lA, which rep- 
resents the wireless telecommunications 
industr\^ “There is no scientific evidence 
that substantiates using your wireless device 
will cause harm while at a gas station. Your 
wireless device does not and cannot cause 
a .spark that could potentially ignite fuel 
vapors,” the CTl A says on its Web site. 

The Federal Communications 
Commission said on its Web sire that the 
wireless industrv has studied the issue. “The 
studies generally conclude that while it may 
be theoretically possible for a spark from a 
cell phone battery to ignite gas vapor under 
very precise conditions, there is no docu- 
mented incident where the use of a wireless 
phone was found to cause a fire or explosion 
at a gas station,” the FCC said. 

The Petroleum Equipment Institute, a 
trade association, said it was unable to docu- 
ment any incidents. “In fact, many research- 
ers have tried to ignite fuel vapors with a cell 
phone and failed,” the institute said. 

What does It mean when my phone or laptop 
gets hot? 

When your cell phone or laptop gets hot, ids 
a sign the battery is overheating, said radia- 
tion oncologist Dr. Paul Song. 

And when your car gets warm, it*s a sign 
youYc being exposed to radiowaves, he said. 

But the temperature change to your ear is 
lower than what you would feel if ytiu Ve 
been in the sun, he said. Song suggests using 
an earpiece or shifting the phone from one 
ear to the other to reduce exposure and heat. 

Although your ears can get warm from 
your cell phone, the heat (just like radio- 
waves) has not been proven to cause heaJth 
risks including cancer, Song said. 

If you need to put your phone in your 
pocket, guys should put it in the back pock- 
et w^hen the phone is on to avoid overheat- 
ing their testes, he said, lestes, aiong with 
eyes, aie most sensitive to this type of heat- 
ing due to their lack of blood supply, he said. 
Direct heat exposure can decrease fertility 
in men. Song said. Ovaries are too deep in 
the body to be affected, he said. 

Because of the heat that can come from 
laptops, it’s also wise for guys to keep the 
computer off their laps when warm. 
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Are all those radio waves bad for you? The answer isn’t clear

Gen Y should be renamed Gen Wireless. 

Many reens, tu^entysome things and even 
thirtysomethings are rarely seen without 
their must-have accessory: the cell phone. 
More than 30 percent of 18- to 24-year-olds 
and 34.5 percent of 25- to 29 -year-olds lived 
in wireless-only homes as of the end of 2007, 
according to the National Center for Health 
Statistics. 

While cell phones make our lives easier, 
some researchers and doctors question 
whether they also may harm us. 

When on, cell phones and other wireless 
devices emir radio frequency energ}^ a form of 
electromagnetic radiation. Electromagnetic 
radiation comes in two forms: non-ionizing 
(cell phones) and ionizing (nuclear events and 
X-rays). Reseai ch has shown ionizing radia- 
tion can cause genetic mutation and thus 
cancer. 

But cell phones^ non-ionizing radiation, 
many doctors emphasize, has not been shown 
to have the same effect. Still, other scientists 
claim it could be hazardous to our health. 

The National Cai^cer Institute says studies 
have not shown any consistent link between 
cell phone use and cancer, but acknowledge 
addirionaJ research is needed. Y'he American 
Cancer Society shares that opinion, as does 
the L.S. Food and Drug Administration, 
which also points out therc^s no proof 
cell phones are completely safe either. 
International studies and analyses of those 
studies have had conflicting results. 

But a media frenzv fueled the debate last 
month when Dr. Ronald Herberman, direc- 
tor of the University of Pittsburgh Cancer 
Institute, issued a warning to his faculty and 
staff to limit cell phone use because of a pos- 
sible cancer risk. 

No other major academic cancer research 
institution has issued a similar warning. On 
its Web site, the university presented its case 
for taking precautions, including using land 
lines with a corded phone, or using speaker- 
mode, Bluetooths or headsets. 

“Studies in humans do not indicate chat 
cell phones are safe, nor do they yet clearly 
show that they are dangerous,” the site said. 

“But growing evidence indicates that we 
should reduce exposures, while research 
continues on this important question,” the 
site said. 

Dr. Sean Grimm, assistant professor of neu- 
rology at the Robert H. Lurie Comprehensive 
Cancer Center of Northwestern University, 
said there’s no convincing link between can- 
cer and cell phone use. 

“1 wouldn’t tell my patients that they 
shouldn’t use cell phones* Right now, there’s 
no clear evidence,” he said. 

Dr. Paul Song, a radiation oncologist at 
the John Wayne Cancer Institute in Santa

Monica, said of the Pittsburgh Cancer 
Institute: “I think it was premature and 
somewhat alarmist to make the recommen- 
dation they did.”

More than a dozen people who talked to 
RcdEye said theyVe not worried about their 
cell phones and the possible risk of cancer 
warned by the cancer institute in Pittsburgh.

Even if there’s stronger evidence proving 
a cancer link, that doesn’t mean people will 
cut back on cell phone use, said Marie Smith, 
a student who lives in North Center. She 
likened it to how people still use tanning 
beds even though they can increase the risk 
of skin cancer. 

“If cell phones are proven to cause cancer,” 
she said, '‘I’d still see people using them.” 

CTIA, an association that represents the 
wireless telecommunications industry said 
on its Web site that the federal government 
has established guidelines that restrict radio 
frequency levels to safe levels. 

But there mav be more to worrv about 
other than cancer, said B. Blake Levitt, author 
of “Electromagnetic Fields: A Consumer’s 
Guide to the Issues and How to Protect 
Ourselves.” 

“Radio frequency radiation is a form of air 
pollution, an energetic form of air pollution,” 
she said. 

She said some studies have shown radio 
frequencies emitted from cell phones 
and other wireless devices can cause behav- 
ioral and skin problems, headaches and 
insomnia, suggesting to her that chronic 
low-level radiation appears to be harmful as 
well. 

“It’s not just brain tumors and it’s not 
just cell phones. It’s the whole wireless 
revolution,” Levitt said. “Both humans 
and other species are reacting negatively to 

it.” AP CONTRIBUTED.

Back when she was a mere amateur coupon 
clipper, Amy Paulus recalls being happy 
when she snipped 15 percent off her grocery 
bill. Now a pro, she feels Lke a failure if she 
doesn’t save at least t;o percent. 

On a recent trip to Dominick’s, Paulus 
used 47 coupons to cart off 20 bottles of 
Ken’s salad dressing, eight bottles ofWindex, 
six packages of Oscar Mayer hot dogs, 
nine packages of Kool-Aid, 10 packages of 
Frident gum, as well as several bags of chips, 
assorted fruits and vegetables. 

She spent just under $14 — and left with 
a store coupon worth S20 off on her next 
order. And that wasn’t even her best effort. 

On another trip — and they’re organized 
like military expeditions — she paid $1.40 
for food worth S243.02 (and has the receipt 
to prove it). 

“It’s kind of like an addiction and a 
hobby,” says Paulus, 36, of Fluntley ''Once 
you’re used to getting stuff for free, you 
don’t want to pay for it.” 


At a time when many Americans are 
struggling fi nancially; her brand of extreme 
coupon clipping can be a survival skill. 

Evidence of the coupon craze can he 
seen in the number of new members at 
couponmom.com, a Web site offering 
coupons and tips. I'he Web site added 
500,000 members in the past year, bringing 
total membership to 750,000, said Stephanie 
Nelson of Atlanta, the site’s founder. 

Paulus says she spent S900 last year on 
food and household products for herself and 
the two other members of her family — Scott 
Chalfec and their 5-yeai-old son. 

A former nanny Paulus started perfecting 
her coupon skills when she quit her job after 
her son was born. 

“i thought if 1 couldn’t make money I 
could save money” Paulus said. 

Her first eureka moment came when she 
learned that coupons often are issued for 
products on sale for the same amount as the 
coupon discount, making them free. 

A certain toothbrush brand, for example, 
might be on sale for Si, hut with a Si-off 
coupon, it’s free. 

More shoppers arc using coupons 
these days but Paulus’ style of shopping is 
rare, said Melissa Robbins, a Dominick’s 
spokeswoman. 


Coupon tips 

1 . Stockpile coupons. Ask your neighbors, 
friends or family to give you unused 
coupons so you can make the most of 
deals, such as "buy one, get one free,” 

2. Combine store coupons with 
manufacturer coupons. Store coupons 
also can be found in the weekly store 
flier as well as at the store's corporate 
online site. 

3. Pay attention to the coupons, called 
"catalinas,” that come with grocery store 
receipts. They will shave dollars off your 
next purchase or give you something free. 

4. Buy in large quantities when the deal is 
great and the item is not perishable. 

5. Some stores in Illinois will accept 
expired coupons. Check your store's 
coupon policy. 

6. Be brand-flexible. Buy the brand that's 
on sale with a coupon. 

7. Shop once a week or less, it reduces 
impulse shopping. 

8. Learn how to use drugstore-savings 
programs, it allows you to combine sale 
prices, store and manufacturer coupons 
with rebates to get free merchandise.

Senate president confirms retirement 


SPRiNGFIELD T he scramble to replace

Chicago Public 
SchocHs to beef 
up security 

When Chicago Public Schools open next 
month, some of the schools identified as 
troubled spots will see improved emer- 
gency procedures and more cameras and 
security personnel, officials said JVlonday 
The new measures come after 16 
students were killed during the last school 
year— mostly by gunfire — and 10 more 
were killed during a summer of violence, 
according to CPS. 

Getting rid of firearms from schools is a 
top priority, said Andres Durbak, director 
of CPS’ Office of Safety and Securitv 
Neighborhood violence, particularly 
gang violence, also impacts school security 
said Durbak, who oversees a budget of 
more than S50 million for the security of 
409,000 students at 600 schools. 

“Severe gang violence in the area affects 
our schools,” he said. “When something 
happens in the evening, it comes and visits 
us in the morning.” 

Durbak stressed, however, that fights 
and killings near schools or close to 
dismissal times are rare. Ele also said crime 
in schools is declining.

FOCUSING ON SCHOOLS 

Ten schools are being targeted for 
additional help. While overall funding 
for safety at schools was not increased 
more resources will be channeled to 
schools in areas with a high crime rate, 
Including Harper High School, Austin 
Community Academy High School and 
Crane Technical Preparatory Common 
School, where 18-year-old Ruben Ivy was 
shot dead in March.

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20 years after ‘Straight Outta Compton,’ Ice Cube has new album, movie

The Jheri curl is long gone, and the scowl, 
well, Ice Cube still has that, but he uses 
it selectively now. It was 20 years ago this 
month that N.W.A — with Cube as its 
most vital lyricist — released the shocking 
'^Straight Outta Compton. They called 
their music “reality rap,” but everyone else 
called it gangsta, and music history was 
made. 

Cube sat down recently in a solitary corner 
in a Burbank, Calif, studio with a Sharpie in 
his hand and a pile of posters showing his 
famous scowl. Over and over, without even 
looking do^Ti, the man born O’SheaJackson 
signed his more famous name. 

can^t tell you,” he said, '*how many 
times 1 signed that name in my life. ...” 

Ice Cube has a new" album in stores 
Tuesday and a new film in theaters three 
days later. He had just come back from a 


European tour, and the loudest cheers were 
for his oldest, angriest anthems- twenty 
years ago, “Straight Outta Compton” 
changed tlie course of American music, and 
somehow 2isr Centurv^ kids in Amsterdam, 
and Leipzig, Germany, are bellowing along 
to its vintage black rage and uniquely 
Southern California sound. 

There was that one song in particular: 
"Fhe first word began with the letter F 
and the other two were “Tha Police.” It 
was a sonic Molotov cocktail. There were 
protests and outrage, and, not surprising, 
police officers refused to provide security 
for their tours. 

The group^s lineup was as stacked in its 
own way as the Beatles: Cube, Dr. Dre, 
Eaz)^-E and MC Ren w'ould go on to he 
platinum-selling solo artists. Vella worked 
on Eazy\s albums. But the lineup’s time 
in the spotlight was fleeting. “Compton” 


was the group’s second album, and Cube, 
angered over the royalties split, went solo 
the year after its release. Now, he can look 
back without anger. 

“I’m proudest of the impact of the 
record,” Cube said. “1 he thing that people 
don’t talk about, really is that it opened art- 
ists up to being themselves in a lot of ways. 
They didn’t have to trv^ to figure out what to 
do or be to become stars, they could just be 
themselves. ... After N.W.A, you didn’t have 
to pur on the polish to be a star.” 

Cube’s album, “Raw Footage,” is intense, 
laced with social commentary and, com- 
pared with contemporary rap releases, far 
more spare and funk-minded in its pro- 
duction. He might be going to the center 
in movies, but he’s looking for the edge in 
rap. Rolling Stone gave the album 4 Vz stars 
out of five and said Cube “proves that even 
though he’s middle-aged, he’s still hungry”

Chicago woman attempts 
to follow Winfrey’s advice 
for an entire year

Robyn Okrant doesn^t want to be Oprah 
Winfrev, but she wonders if Winfrev knows the 
key to finding bliss. 

On her Web site, livingoprah.com ^ Okrant 
documents the experiment she began on Jan. i: 
CO live Life according to the advice that Winfrey 
offers on her show, her Web sice and in ‘'O: The 
Oprah Magazine.’’ 

In a mission statement, Okrant writes, won- 
der, will 1 find bliss if I commit wholeheartedly 
to her lifestyle suggestions?” 

The Ghicagoan^s commitment is unfaltering 
and, by some standards, unhinged. Even her 
mother, Marla Okrant, says, didn’t think it 
was possible for her to do it, or anyone to do it, 
for an entire year.” 

Okrant, a 35-year-old yoga teacher who 
recently completed an MFA in performance at 
the Art Institute of Chicago, watches ‘*Oprah” 
every day and reads the magazine. 

She follows the commandments of Winfrey 
with an exacting attention. If Winfrey were to 
tell viewers that they must see “27 Dresses,” “1 
go do it,” Okrant said. ^'If she merely says, 'Mary 
J. BHge’s C ]Ds are in stores today’ 1 don’t buy 

■4- '■* 

It. 

It’s hard to believe Okrant is spending this 
year submitting to someone else’s whims, even 
if that someone is the most influential woman 
in America. 

the beginning 1 was like, Tlow dare 
she tell me what to wear! Fm an individual!’” 
Okrant said. '*But recently when 1 went shop- 
ping with niy mom, I was really excited to fulfill 
some of the rules ... It takes a huge amount of 
pressure off to be handed a spiritual path. 

'Tm kind of embarrassed to admit, but 1 
can understand why people want it to be that 
way” 

Okrant estimates that she has spent more 
than $2,000 in her Living Oprah project. She 
devotes about 40 hours a week to following 
Winfrey’s commands, she said, but that doesn’t 
include the advice she has absorbed about her 
most basic functions.

now I eat more slowly” Okrant said. “Before, 1 
just vacuumed up my food.” 

For the most part, Okrant is deadpan about 
her experiences following Winfrey’s advice. She 
does not mock her guru’s audience, but reflects 
on her blog about what they might really be 
seeking. 

“1 think they want her personal help, because 
they think she has the secret,” she said about 
Winfrey. ”... If she’s lifted herself up from the 
horrible background she came from, she’s got 
the key” 

But there is also a negative side to this 
power. 

“Oprah’s like the popular girl in high school 
who knows how to emotionally blackmail us,” 
Okrant said. “The way she’ll deliver advice is, 
‘I'his will make you happy unless you don’t have 
enough self-esteem to do it.’” 

Okrant says she embarked on the project 
because she saw many women believing that 
every word of Winfrey’s was gospel. She hoped 
to learn why her words carried such weight, 


even when they were contradictory at times. 
In the showy’s celebrated “Favorite Things” 
episodes, the audience is showered with big- 
ticket gifts. Yet, against these displays of 
materialism, Winfrey freely dispenses spiritual 
advice. 

Such mixed messages have been ”a frustra- 
tion we all feel with Op rail over the years,” said 
Sarah Hepola, a lifestyle editor at salon.com. 
“She is a representative for the average woman. 
At the same time she is one of the richest peo- 
ple in the world.” 

One thing Okrant does not aspire to is to 
become Winfrev 

“Oprah said ... 4 sn’r it a wonderful thing 
to have all your dreams come true?’” Okrant 
wrote on her blog. “1 don’t think there are 
many human beings on this planet who could 
possibly utter these words. ... I think if I ever 
get everything I want in life, then I’m not so 
sure I’d he so excited to wake up each morn- 
ing. It’s possibilities that keep me moving for- 
ward.”

Lisa Alorrison always has 
considered herself a pillar 
of health. The only glitch 
in her otherwise exempla- 
ry existence was the pack 
of Marlboros that she had 
inhaled daily since age i8. 

Bv the time Morrison, now 
50, went to see Dr. Vincent 
Giampapa, a board-certified plastic surgeon 
in Montclair, N J., she had tried everything to 
quit for the sake of her health. 

‘Acupuncture, the patch, hypnosis,” she 
said. ‘‘Nothing worked/’ 

Nothing, that is, until 2007, when 
Giampapa told her she would have to toss 
her beloved cigarettes if she wanted a neck- 
and eve-lift. 

“The doctor strongly suggested that if 1 
wanted to heal properly 1 needed to quit,” 
iMorrison said. “When you start talking about 
your facCj it becomes motivating.” 

The growing number of cosmetic-surgery 
patients who smoke are motivated to quit 
because they may not be able to get a coveted 


new face, stomach or pair of 
breasts. 

For the last 5 to 10 years, 
many plastic and cosmetic 
surgeons have refused to 
operate on smokers, espe- 
cially those seeking a face- 
lift, tummy tuck or breast- 
lift — procedures that require 
skin to he shifted. 

“Nicotine causes the tiny 
blood vessels in the skin to clamp down or 
constrict, which reduces blood supply to 
the skin,” said Dr. Darshan Shah, a plastic 
surgeon in Bakersfield, Calif. Complications 
can include poor wound healing, increased 
risk of infection, longer-lasting bruises and 
raised, red scars. 

Nancy Irwin, a therapist and clinical hyp- 
notist in L.A. who helps people quit smoking, 
said that plastic surgeons refer 5 percent to 10 
percent of her clientele. 

“They don^t mind dying for cigarettes,” she 
said of her patients, but if smoking gets in the 
way of their breast enhancement, “there’s a 
problem. I’heyVe putting image before 
health.”
